WASHINGTON, March 30.—In sending to 


Congress a deficiency estimate of $8,070,872 
for pensions for this year, Secretary Bliss 
makes an interesting statement on the 
general subject ef pensions up to date. 
Secretary Bliss says: . 

‘July 1, 1897,-there was avallable $140,000,- 
000 for the payment of army and navy pen- 
sions; $4,000,000 of this amount was set apart 
for navy pensions, leaving $136,000,000 for 
payment of army pensions. The total num- 
ber of pensioners on the roll June 30, 1897, 
was 276,014, while Feb. 28, 1898, there were 
989,613 on the roll, ja net increase of 13,599. 
Between the Jatter dates there was dis- 
bursed for the payment of army pensions 
$95,370,872.48, leaving the sum ef $40,629,127.54 
for the payment of pensions to the end of 
>? pret fiscal year. The Commissioner 

nsions @¢stimates that $48.790,000 will 
Se required for the payment of pensions 
curing the remaining four mont of the 
fiscal year, more than $8,000,000 in qucens of 
the unexpended appropriation. 
‘The commissioner bas recently expressed 
f, me an opinion as to the future course of 
pension payments at variance with his views 
ibereon, as stated in ithe annual report, 
which was to the effect that after the close 
idl me current year saree re would rapidly 
decline. It is now s opinion that in view 
of the fncreasing applications for origina! 
pensions and also for increase of 
pensions, there will be an increase in the sum 
required for the payment of the army and 
navy pensions for some time to come. In 
this connection the appended table showing 
the number of pensioners on the roll and 
the value of the roll annually since 1887 is 
significant. In 189%, 2% years after the war 
closed, the number of pensioners on the rol! 


was 587,944. At the close of the current fiscal 
vear the nuimber on the roll will approxi- 
+mate .296,; incresuso’ of “nearhy ®~ pei’

cent since 1890. In that time :he’value or the 
roll has increased from $72,052,143.49 in 1890, to 
approximately $132,000,000 In the present fiscal! 
year. 
“The roll is now larger than at any former 
time, notwithstanding that 33 years have 
elapsed since the cessation of hostilities, It 
containéd about 6,500,000 more pensicners in 
1297 than it did in 1896, and approximately 
20,000 more in 1888 than in 1897, and the value 
of the roll has also increased in the same 
period.’’

He was frankly told that the leaders were powerless unless the President him- 
self indicated in an unmistakable manner that he was carrying on negotiations with 
Spain which had in view the immediate independence of Cuba, and furthermore 
that the immediate outcome of these negotiations was probable. 

The difficulty about all these negotiations is that the Cubans thus far have 
been almost entirely ignored and the President has suggested an armistice to 
Spain without taking the insurgents into consideration. 

It is certain that Sagasta would; to obtain assurances of peace, consent to al- 
most anything short of the complete separation of Cuba from Spain. Autonomy 
cannot command the votes or receive the tolerance of even a respectable minority 
of Congress. 

In the face of the tremendous pressure, the President, while outwardly calm, 
is appalled. He wants peace. To-day he has been urged to turn the whole matter 
over to Congress. It has been suggested that if he does so he will avoid serious 
complications. Congress would, it is alleged, take the entire responsibility. Once 
of the closest friends of the President said to me to-day: 

“It is not the President's desire to shirk responsibility, but he is acting on his 
best judgment.. He is hopeful that Spain will aid him in maintaining peace.” 

In the House the Democrats and a considerable number of Republicans are 
virtually agreed. If the President sends a message asking {6r an appropriation 
for relief supplies an amendment will be offered. It will provide for intervention 
to end the war in Cuba. All the Dentocrats will unite om this. 

If the amendment is voted down the Democrats are not agreed on a policy. 
Some favor voting for the relief resolution, others will oppose it. The difference 
on this point is marked.

WOODFORD’S DIPLOMACY. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—The President received this morning a cablegram 
from Minister Woodford, at Madrid, in which he confirms the published report 
that he had an extended conference with Premier Sagasta yesterday. No definite 
conclusion was reached, as the Minister desires to place the matter under consid- 
eration before the Queen Regent and the other members of the ministry. The 
conference was adjourned until to-morrow—Thursday. Although Mr. Woodford 
does not give any details of wMat transpired at the meeting, yet his message is very 
hopeful in tone and gives the President hope that a final settlement of the ques- 
tion at issue may be determined at to-morrow’s conference. The main question dis- 
cussed at the meeting yesterday between Mr. Woodford and Premier Sagasta is 
known to have been the prompt cessation of hostilities on the Island of Cuba, 
the release of the reconcentrados, With permission for them to return to. their 
homes and resume their occupations without further molestation. The exact lines 
upon which Minister Woodford is at work for a final settlement of the Cuban 
question cannot be stated, as he has received a number of suggestions from this 
government as to what would be acceptable to.it. The concensus of opinion, how- 
ever, in Administration circles is that it involves a settlement upon an indemnity 
basis of something less than $200,000,000.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Senator George Gray of Delaware, an ultra- 
conservative member of the Foreign Relations Committee, made the follgwing 
statement to a Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“As I said to the Post-Dispatch a few days ago, the situation is exceedingly 
grave. If there is any change to be:noted it is that we are nearer war than we 
were forty-eight hours ago. I have deprecated war from the beginning and have 
labored incessantly and assiduously for peace ‘ever since the first sign of a conflict 
with Spain appeared on the horizon. 

“I have hoped that the President would define a policy, which, whem outlined 
and fully understood, would rally to his side a united Congress and a united 
people. It is natural that Congress should look to the President to lead in a 
crisis such as now confronts us. It will be lamentable if, when the final hour comes 
to act. it shall not find itself in full accord with the Presider.” 


Senator Shelby M. Cullom, a member of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
made the following statement to a Post-Dispatch correspondent to-day: 

“I do not see how we can avoid a war with Spain. The feeling on the floor of 
the Senate is intense. It looks that if the President does not define some policy 
acceptable to Congress it will proceed without him. This is a deplorable condition 
and no one laments it more than I. 

“It looks as if the Committee on Foreign Relations will report upon yester- 
day’s resolution within a very short time; perhaps to-day. There is an almost 
universal demand for immediate action on the part of the committee. It will not 
unduly delay doing its duty. 

“It has been said that we are not yet fully prepared for war. 
that is that we are as well prepared as we will be six month hence. 

“I do not approach the question of war with complacency. We are not yet 
through mourning over our dead. ‘War. will cost us thousands more lives and 
millions of money. We can replace the latter, but we cannot resfre the dead. 
Nevertheless, I am impressed with a.solemn duty. 

“We must do something to relieve the Suffering and the struggling Cubans. 
If we cannot do our duty without brirfging on a war with Spain, then war it must 
be. A few days, perhaps a few hours, will determine whether we shall have 
peace or war. 

“I do not think Spain will yield to our demands without an armed contest, 
even at the eleventh hour. She will seek to delay with all of the adroitness and 
finesse known to her diplomacy: When all the arts of diplomacy are exhausted I 


think she will fight. ; 

“I do not underestimate Spain, nor do I overestimate the bravery of our peo- 
ple or our resources. If our purpose was a sordid one we could not justify our- 
selves. To relieve suffering and make a people free is a noble deed. Upon that 
plea shall we find justification fof ur acts.” .
